northward  have  discovered  Chinese  Communist  dead  “run- 
ning into  the  hundreds”  apparently  killed  by  UN  air  attacks1.

: tion  of  refusing  to  negotiate.  Schuman  believes  that  if  aCFftf ' 
meeting  is  held,  its  scope  must  be  “considerably  broader” 
than  the  USSR  has  suggested,  and  should  include  such  questions 
as  Cominform  activities  and  their  relation  to  world  peace  and 
tranquillity.

3.  Canadian  “solution'7  for  German  division  problem--  US 
Embassy  Ottawa  transmits  the  belief  of  Canadian  Defens e 
Minister  Ciaxton  that,  if  the  US  and  UK  would  agree  that  ' 
German  defense  units  will  not  be  organized  on  the  division 
leyej,  the  French  would  come  into  line  on  the  organization 
of  North  Atlantic  defense.  Ciaxton  suggests  that  the  German 
units,  for  the  time  being/'  be  called  brigades,  regiments, 
or  teams  — anything  but  divisions.  The  Embassy  comments 
that  while  the  Canadians  have  no  doubt  been  expressing  their 
sympathy  to  the  French,  they  have  also  been  insisting  on  US 
leadership. 
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
